After support- 
ing the party for fifty years, to be

They will never submit 
to th. enforcement of the ordinances 
and will not let op" fighting until they 
an wiped off the city atatutes.

It Is said that "after those things 
God did try Abraham." After a life 
Journey ot nearly one hundred and 
twenty-five years. After all th* experi- 
ences which were packed Into hla life. 
After the birth and coming to age of 
the promised son. At a time when It 
would perhaps seem as though the life 
bus completed and only needing the 
final touch of being taken away from 
the acme around Sim. He may have 
fait that now he could rest a little in 
hla old age 'and, like Job, "die in bla 
nest" But there never la perfection 
In this life and therefore the training 
la never done. Today's goal is but the 
starting point for tomorrow. Many of 
•the lord's p eo pl e cotbe ts-a Una when 
they teal aa though their lite were com- 
plete. They have come over rough 
paths and hard ways. Trying experi- 
ence* have been met, but It seems that 
these are all In the past and now, hav- 
ing passed them, they settle down aa 
though there were an end of the test- 
ings and ther-haA-same to rest. But 
suddeniy. In Sweeps i harder test than 
any before. It cornea all unexpected. 
Or they think they hare conquered 
aome part of the old nature and need 
not watch It longer. . Then one day 
there cornea the Oerce attack, unlookad 
for and unexpected. But blessed la the 
man that endureth tha unexpected 
temptation. ' 

Unexplained. 

Aa fir aa the record goes, the Lord 
gave Abraham no word of explanation 
concerning the offering up of Ianao. 
God simply told him to take his son 
whom he loved and offer him a burnt 
offering. Abraham was human, like 
ourselves, so we can readily believe 
that Into bla mind, aa ao often Into our 
own, there sprang the question, Why? 
We desire to know ao much of the 
Lord's doings before we are ready to 
obey htm. What a mark of unconscious 
unbelief it la when we try to Inquire as 
to why God does this or that in his 
dealings with ua. Ha applies the teat 
and then, before we meet it, we want 
to know the ''why" for tt. We show so 
much of distrust when hanging hack 
from doing as he says because we do 
not understand. But God'a trlJLla are 
not all explained. Ho Beldom let* ua 
know why, for if we knew there would 
be little opportunity for faith to ope- 
rate. 

Unraasanakla. 

God had promised Abraham that In 
Isaac should his seed be called. Isaac 
was the heir of the promises. Through 
the years of Isaac's youth Abraham 
knew that nothing could possibly take 
awa^ Isaac* life. In Isaac was cen- 
tered the promise of a great multitude. 
If anything: happened to him, there- 
fore, the promise of God would be of 

none effect. We can Imagine Abraham 
saying, when sickness or accident 
threatened the lite of bla boy, that It 
was Impossible for him to ■die or he 
killed. For how then could the promise 
be fulfilled? How unreasonable than 
It aeemed for God to tell him to take 
thy boy and alay him. Would he not 
b^Kampted to ask. "How then will tha 
be keptr Would not the 
lurjmt that either Ood bad 
forgotten hi* word or he was making 
a mistake, or that Abraham had mis- 
understood the mcssagel' How often 
we are tempted to juestion the reaaonr 
ableneas of God'a action s." " Sot hera 
again.

A lie* Brown, 



GRAMMAR IN DECAY 



MODERN CARELESSNESS OP DIS- 
TINCTION IS CRITICIZED. 



Vocabulary Has Beeoma the I 

of Dictionary Maker*, But 

Proper Us**** of Worn* 

Lrttl* 



Whether our speech In to serve us 

aa a mitten or aa a glove depend* on 
the pain* we are willing to take wlta 
distinctions like those In "should" and 
"would," "what" and "that," "the 
boy'a" and "'of the boy." a writer In 

the Boston Herald observe* For our. 
thought, both Iu seeing things and In 
mulling them aver, is tax subtler and 
mors Qnely shaded than the corre- 
sponding string of word* that we ad- 
dress to our friends; In such expree- 
■ ion aa we can reach, we depend on 
\hu trim distinction of onrgrammaras 
directly as the typist on the distinc- 
tions of her keyboard or the wood 
carver on the differences of his gouges. 
To lose from good usage even one 
well- baaed grammatical distinction is 
to lesson by just that amount our 
means of matching our thought* with 
our words. 

Unhappily our careless use of the 
mother tongue Is 1 confusing form* ami 
dropping distinction that even collo 
quia!- wording can 111 spare. Our enor 
idous vocabulary grows fester than the 
dictionary maker* can Issue appendix 
siid new edition; but our grammar, 
like an aging tree, is decaying at the 
tips. Take for instance "would" and 

■'should.'' Here In New England the 
distinction lingers. In the middle 
west and .beyond "would" na* Uope- 
lesaly merged with Its own service 
that of "should." The smoother 
phrases "I would like" and "I would 
be grateful" already appear In formal 
writing, nnd only the verbnllat 1* 
vexed. The dlatlnctlon of "who" from 
"that," for all the good examples In 
the talk of street and shop and In the 
common version of the Bible, Is aa 
good aa gone from our modern books. 
In "k running flglit." "by running a 
race." "I saw John running." "1 saw 
John'* running." how many of us can 
tall apart, as adjective. Infinitive, par- 
ticiple nnd verbal noun, thoae four 
"runnings"? Is It any wonder that we 
aro letting -slip tho sood distinction 
between "He didn't like Tom Inter- 
rupting" and "He didn't like Tom's 
Interrupting"? A graver loss has 
come or our lailaeas with gabjunctlve 
forms. Our school children think na 
quaint when we say. "If he were" or 
"Wherever It be." Shadea of Demos- 
thenes and Cicero! What could even 
the orators have done had Rome and 
Athens dulled their stliettollke sub- 
junctives Into blunt Indicatives? 

Language la the world's oldest won- 
der. No one really knows how It be- 
gan or how It attained IU structural 
perfection. The Greek 'grammar was 
finer than the Roman; the Sanskrit 
finer thnn th* Creek. Language In the 
one taking argument for a prehistoric 
golden age. It* laws have been studied 
and named and marveled at by men 
like Qrlmm and'Mueller and our own 
Whitney as if human speech had some 
mysterious lite of It* own. The least 
the rent of us can do is to pans It to 
the next generation with the leaat 
possible damage from our own using-
